Detailed Action 

1 . The drawing is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83 as failing to show a jaw movable 
parallel to said top and bottom faces (claim 21 ) and suction means (claim 22). 

2. The drawing is also objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84 (s)(p) as failing to contain all 
numerals in the description and for containing numerals not in the description. 
Regarding the former, numeral 2a on page 3 of the description and 8 on page 4 are not 
in the drawing. Regarding the latter, numeral 13a in figure 2 is not in the description. 
These examples are not necessarily a complete list. 

3. Applicant should review the drawing and description and provide appropriate 
amendments to obviate the above objections. The introduction of new matter should be 
guarded against. 

4. The specification is objected to since it appears "2" in line 25 on page 3 should 
be -3- and "8" in line 1 1 on page 4 should be --8a, 8b-. 

5. Applicant's election without traverse of the figure 4 species in the reply filed on 
02/07/05 is acknowledged. 

6. Claims 1-17 stand withdraw as directed to a non-elected species. 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

It is unclear how the bottom jaw is caused to move in a direction substantially 
parallel to the top and bottom surfaces. 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

Regarding claim 18, "jaws" in line 5 should be -top jaw- since it is the top jaw that 
moves to engage. The second means moves the bottom jaw as set forth in lines 6-9. 

Regarding claim 19, "and bottom jaws are" in line 1 should be -jaw is- and "each 
other" in line 2 should be -said bottom jaw- since only the top jaw moves vertically. 

1 1 . Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
